Hour of Terror in Chicago 
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HICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 2.—[ Exclusive Dis- 
Patch.] With the thermometer | 
ranging between 85 and 86 deg. this | 
afternoon, and hundreds of thousands 
of holiday seekers thronging the 
parks and beaches, the worst rain, 
thunder and lightning storm in the 
history of the city, swept over Chi- | 
cago. In less than forty minutes thir- 
ty-two fires were reported in every 
section of the city and practically | 
every fire fighting apparatus in chi- 
cago was fighting the flames. 
Ad to this was a great low hang 
ing of clouds enveloping the city | 
in darkness, broken only by the vivid. 
streaks of lightning and the sputter- 
ing flashes of electricity from the trol- | 
ley and elevated cars. The tem pera- 
ture dropped twelve degrees in less 
than an hour and the streets were 
miniature rivers before the storm 
spent itself. 


It seems as though each flash of 
lightning started a fire and the ind!- 


working continuously. Terrific peals 
ef thunder came between the flames, 
adding to the terror of thousands of 
women caught in the rush of water 
on the beaches and parks. 
LIFE-SAVING CREW RUSY. . 
The entire south end of the great 
Jackson sewage disposal plant, on the 
West Madison-street bridge, was 
crushed by the lightning and swept 
into the Chicago River. Small boats 


were overturned by the rush of wind 
and several persons narrowly missed 
drowning.’ Life-saving crews were 
kept busy every moment. 

Water which gushed from broken 
Pipes, flooded the bar-rooms in the 
Auditorium and .Congress hotels. 
When the main burst, struck by light- 
ning, a stream of water was tossed 
into the air, striking the canopy on 
the Auditorium Hotel, fourteen feet 
from the sidewalk. It took twenty- 
five workmen the better part of the 
afternoon to repair the break. 

CHILDREN UNCONSCIOUS. 

Five children were carried uncon- 
scious from two buildings struck by 
bolts. Streets and basements in the 
business districts were flooded and the 
big buildings, with their tenants on 
a holiday, were inundated with water. 
Thousands of dollars worth of goods 
were ruined and only the appraisal of 
damage tomorrow can fix the exact 
losses. 

Wire service was demoralized. Tele- 
sraph companies were unable to guar- 
antes any messages. Telephones in 
homes all over the city were put out 
of business. 

WOMEN TRAMPLED IN PANIC. 

The holiday crowds were drenched. 
At Wilson Beach a riot resulted when 
gzeveral thousand people rushed from 
the beach to the bath-houses. Wom- 
ey were trampled under foot and sev- 
eral badly injured. 

EIGHT DEAD FROM HEAT. 

Bight persons are dead as a result 
of the heat before the storm. Four. 
of these died as a direct result of the 
heat. One was drowned escaping the 
fierce sun rays by bathing in the lake. 
and four, crazed, took their own lives. 
More than 100 were prostrated, but al! 
were reported out of danger tonight. 
Traction service was badly hit, both 
surface and elevated lines being prac- 
tically stopped for almost an hour. 
Wires were blown down and repair 
crews kept busy hauling live, sput- 
tering wires from the flooded streets. 
The third-rail system was short-cir- 
cuited at points all over the city by 
the torrents of rain. 

FREAKISH STORM. 

One of the freak features of the 
storm was that the rain did not strike 
the South Side of the city for an hour 
after it started on the North Side. 
The two sections are about fourteen 
miles apart. In the South Side a 
cloudburst struck a section of about 
twenty-five blocks square and during 
the hottest part of the day, before 
the real storm came, this section was 
ten degrees cooler than other parts of 
the city.

MEXICO CITY, Sept 2.—In seven- 
teen States, 18,000 rebels, according to 
estimates of representatives of foreign 
governments, are fighting against the 
authority of President Madero not- 
withstanding he has been fighting his 
country’s rebellious citizens for six 
months. 

For one week the government has 
been waging war under a specially en- 
acted measure providing for suspen- 
sion of constitutional guarantees, un- 
der which the army has the right to 
kill those captured in battle, even 
though wounded. The rebels in most 
regions have promised retaliations. 

Numerous cases of hanging of men 
who refused to provide the Zapatistas 
with money have been reported. One 
band of “volunteers” rode to the hills 
in the neighborhood of the capital of 
the State of Puebla. They shot one 
man at Santa Clara Aquicuaca, hanged 
one at Santa Maria, shot another at 
San Antonio Cacalotepec, and with 
clubs beat another at Tonontintels al- 
most to death. 

The victims were individuals not 

friendly to the rebel] cause. There are 
half a dozen or more rebellions in 
progress, all of which state that “Ma- 
dero must resign.” 
A new focus of revolt was unoffi- 
cially reported to have developed Sat- 
urday in the -Huasteca region in San 
Luis Potosi, near the eastern limits of 
the State.

Roosevelt's dragging my name into 
the controversy he is now having with 
the Standard Oj) and others,” said 
Senator Bourne. “I fail to see how my 
effert to bring about a settlement be- 
tween the government and the Stan- 
dard Oil Company in 1908 has anv 
bearing upon the political situation.” 

The Senator, explaining that in 
1908 he endeavored to settle difficul- 
tles between the government and 
Standard Oil, declared he did so de- 
eving such a result would prevent 


1907 and that the government could 
secure much better terms by a set- 
tlement than through the court.” 
Senator Bourne further declared 
that he told President Roosevelt he 


a settlement with the Standard 
Company, and to secure their co-op- 
eration in getting a Federal incorpor- 
ation law that would provide a har- 
bor of refuge for honest business with 
the government as the harbor master 
and the penitentiary for dishonest 
business men.” 

President Roosevelt expressed 
grave doubt,” Senator Bourne con- 
tinued, “about any settlement favor- 
able to the government being made 
with the Standard Oil Company. En- 
tirely of my own volition and without 
Col. Roosevelt's knowledge, I went to 
New York and sought an interview 
with Mr. Archbold. Mr. Archbold ex- 
pressed himself as willing to compro- 
mise with the government and fa- 
vored a stringent Federal incorpora- 
tion law.” 

Following this, the Senator said, 
several conferences were held with 
the representative of the Department 
‘of Justice. 

“In my opinion,” he continued, “the 
government would have been much 
better off had one been made rather 
than the final decision of the govern- 
ment.

Woodrow Wilson analyzed the Bull 
party platform. today in its relation 
to the laboring man.

+ It was the first expression from 
the Democratic candidate on the 
merits of the Bull platform. The 
Governor said that while on the one 
hand was to be found “warm sym- 
pathy with practieally every project 
of social detterment,“ that part was 
merely a “proclamation of sympa- 
thy,” while the real programme la 


— 


elsewhere “where the tariff and the 
-trugts are poken of.” 

The Governor assailed the mini- 
mum wage idea, deciaring that em- 
ployers would take occasion to bring 
their wage scale as nearly as they 
could down to the level or the min- 
mum permitted by the law. 

With the idea of a Federal com- 
mission to regulate monopoly, the 
Governor took emphatic issue. He, 
declared that the plan suggested not 
only would legalize monopoly, but 
would give the chief employers of 
the country a “tremendous authoritv 
behind them.” 

What the employers do will have 
the license of the Federal govern- 
ment, including the right to pay 
Wages approved by the govern- 
ment, safd the Governor. He pointed 
out that it always had been the 
policy of “the masters of consoll- 
dated industries” to un@ermine or- 
ganized labor tn a great many ways, 
and that a plan of Federal control 
as advocated by the new party “sys- 
tematically subordinates working- 
men to monopolies.” and “looks 
strangely like economic mastery over 
the very lives and fortunes of those 
who do the datly work of the na- 


tion. 
WILSON’S WORDS. 
Prof. Wilson said in part: 
“Intelligent workingmen will ask 
the men now seeking their votes 
what they may be expected to do for 
them. I do not mean for them sep- 
arately, but what they may be ex- 
pected to do for the country, which 
will entitle them to the confidence of 
those who perform the . daily labor 
which lies at the base of ali our life. 
"In fact, there is this very singu- 


lar feature about the platform of 
the Bull Me party: it has two 
siden and two tanes.

It is 
very likely, I take it for granted, 
that if a minimum wage was estab- 
“shed ‘by law the great majority of 
employers’ would take occasion to 
bring their wage scale as nearly as 
might be down to the level of that 
minimum and it would be very awk- 
ward for the workingmen to resist 
that process successfully because it 
would be dangerous to striké against 
the authority of the @ederal govern- 
ment. 

“Moreover, most of the r* 
ers, at any rate, practically all of the 
most powerful of his employees. 
would be wards and proteges of that 
very government which is the mas- 
ter of us all. The government 16 to 
set up a commission, whose duty it 
will be not to check or defeat it, but 
merely to regulate it under rules 
which it is itself to frame and de- 
velop. So that the chief emplovers 
will have this tremendous authority 
behind them. When they do, they 
will have the licdénse of the Federal 
government toact including the 
right to pay the wages approved by 
the government. 

ORGANIZED LABOR. 
“And it is worth the while of the 


“what the attitude toward organized 
labor has been of these masters of 
consolidated industries, whom the 
Federal government is to take under 
its patronage as well as under {tt 
contfol. They have always been the 
opponents of organized labor and 


have tried to undermine it in a great 


many ways. Some of the ways they 
have adopted have worn the guise of 
philanthrophy and good m. Some 
of them have set up systems of profit- 
sharing, of compensation for injuries 
and of bonuses and even pension, but 
every one of these plans has merely 
bound their workingmen more tight- 
lv to themselves. Their rights un- 
der these various arrangements are 
not legal rights. They are merely 
privileges which they enjoy so long 
as they remain in the employment 
and observe the rules of the great 
industries which employ them. tr 
they refuse to be weaned awav from 
their independence they cannot con- 
tinue to enjoy the wenefits extended 
to them. 

WORKERS SIBORDINATED. 

“When you have thought the whole 
thing out, therefore, you will find 
that the programme of the new par- 
ty legallzes monopolies and system- 
atically subordinates workingmen to 
them and to plans made by the gov- 
ernment, both with regard to em- 
ployment and with regard to wages. 
By what means, except open revolt. 
could we ever break the crust of our 
life again and become free men, 
breathing an air of our own, choos- 
ing the lives that we wrought out 
for ourselves. Perhaps this 
and all-conquering combination 
between money and government 
would be benevolent to us, perhaps 
it would carry out the noble pro- 
gramme of social betterment which 
so many creduloualy expect of it, but 
who can assure us of that? Who 
will give bond that it will be general 
and gracious and pitiful and right- 
eous? What man or set of men can 
make ‘us secure under it by their 
empty promise and assurance that 
it will take care of us and be good? 

“Tt a like coming out of a close 
and stiffing air into me open, where 
we can breathe fully again and see 
the free spaces of the heavens above 
us, to turn away from suck a pro- 
gTamme—the identtoal programme 
suggested to committees of congress 
by Mr. Gary and Mr. Perkins—to the 
proposals with which the great Dem- 
ocratic thinkers of tne country offset 
and oppose such a platform. Demo- 
cratic leaders turn away from any 
Plan to legalize monopoly and give a 
ederal commission leave to say 
how much of it there should be be- 
cause they know exactly what that 
would mean.

What 
we need is the regulatron of com-

DISORDER IN SALT LAKE 
OVER PRICE OF BEER.

SALT LAKE. Sept. 3.—-{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Blood was spilled by 
United States Infantrymen of the 
Twentieth Regiment, at Ft. Doug- 
las, in several parts of this city to- 
night as a result of an unprece- 
dented rise in the cost of beer for 
the soldiers. 

The government had withheld their 
pay for three months due to technica! 
difficulties in Washington. and the 
police had told the saloons to charge 
half a dollar for a glass of beer and 
made whisky entirely prohibitive. 
With four months’ pay in their 
pockets a wild wanton night con- 
comitant to the Labor Day exercises 
was expected. It was wilder and 
more wanton, the police say, than it 
would have been had the price ot 
“booze” not risen so abruptly. 

The most seriously injured was 
W. E. Heath, an innocent bystander 
in “Frit#’’ Springham's Schlitz sa- 
loon. Heath was mistaken for some- 
one connected with the drink em- 


porium when the new price of beer 
was announced. His most serious 


wound was inflicted with a bottle. 

The police and dealers explained 
that the reason for the higher price 
was that the quicker the army men 
became penniless the sooner peace 
would be restored. 

In one saloon the furnishings 
were phattered. Some soldiers at 
the bar did not wear their un- 
forms and unrecognized by the white 
aproned dispenser were getting beer 
for the stAndard consideration of 5 
cents.

HE St. Helen's Creosoting Com- 
pany is the lowest bidder for fur- 
fishing the piles for the 1600-foot 
municipal wharf to be built at Wil- 
mington on the Mormon Island chan- 
nel.

The Hertzian Waves. 


IRELESS TIME | 
TO BE FLASHED. 


the United States and England are 
anxiously awaiting the completion of 
the navy’s new wireless station at 
Arlington, Va. The astronomers at 
the naval observatory in Washington 
have been invited by the ecientists 
at the Greenwich observatory in Eng- 
land to conduct transoceanic experi- 
ments to determine the time required 
for the electric flash to travel the 
intervening distange. Plans to flash 
time signals to ships at sea also are 
under way. 

Wires will be strung between the 
Arlington wireless station and an op- 
erating room in the naval observa- 
tory, three miles distant, from which 
experiments will be conducted. 

Wireless communication hitherto 
has not been establighed at a suffi- 
eiently long range to permit time 
tests. 

“Little is Known of the possibilities 
of the wireless or the use to which 
the ethereal waves may be put,” said 


States naval observatory. Imme- 
diately on its discovery everybody 
turned their attention to ita immedi- 
ate commercial value. % Now its vast 
possibilities have won the interest of 
the scientist. 

“We know that when the powerful 
flash of electricity leave the aerials 
it is taken up dy the ether. The 
ether receiving the electricity broad- 
ens out in waves, similar to waves 
on a quiet pond caused by the drop- 
ping of a pebble. What is the wave 
of ether and what can it be made 
to do? 

“We know the exact time of Wash- 
inton as taken from the sun and the 
stars. Also we know the exact time 
of Greenwich. If a flash of electric- 
ity is released from the aerials of 
the wireless automatically by our 
standard time clock, and received 
automatically by the standard time

ANY WITNESS 
RESCUE OF MEN. 


TWO ANGELENOS NARROWLY ES- 
CAPE DEATH AT VENICE. 


Exhausted While a Distance from 
Shore, They Cling to the Barna- 
cle-Encrusted Piles and Are 
Saved With Difficulty by Plucky 
Léfeguard—Short News Stories. 


VENICE, Sept. 32.—Thousands of 
persons on the Windward pier and 
along the shore witnessed the re- 
markable rescue of Albert Hartman 
and J. F. Berglund, both of Los An- 
geles, from the ocean under the au- 
ditorium this afternoon by Lifeguard 
Stanley Townsend. For ten min- 
utes the men, exhausted, clung to 
barnacle-encrusted piles under ihe 
bullding before they could attract 
the attention of the people on the 
pier to their plight. When they 
were carried through the water one 
at a time by Townsend to a ladder a 
hundred feet away, and willing hands 
had handed them to the pier, it was 
seen that they were cut in a dozen 
Places by the shelifsh. They were 
rushed to the emergency hospital of 
the bathhouse. 

Hartman and Berglund sought to 
swim to the float which is over 200 
yards from shore. They became tired 
when almost to the float, and by 
common impulse swam with their 
remaining strength to the piles under 
the auditorium. The water at that 
point is abeut nine feet deep. When 
word came to Townsend from peo- 
ple on the pier he ran out to the 
auditorium, plunged into the water 
and swam to Berglund. 

“Co for Albert; he is almost gone,” 
said Berglund, heroically yielding 
first chan to be helped. Hart- 
man’s arms fell limp when they 
were lossened from the barnacled 
pile by Townsend, and he swam 
while holding him up with one hand 
to the ladder. There they were met 
by two young men who had climbed 
down the ladder. Bergtund was next 
taken across the open space of water 
to the ladder. The latter sustained 
deep iacera@tions on the legs and 
side, while Hartman was little better 
off in the matter of cuts.

HE most important and interest- 
+ ing primary campaign ever waged 

in Los Angeles city and county 
will be concluded at the polls today 
by approximately 80,000 voters of 
various political beliefs, according to 
the headquartérs managers. 

Today's is the second primary eleo- 
tion in California for nomination of 
candidates of the several political 
parties .for State and county offices 
under the provisions of the new pri- 
mary law. 

Every preparation has 8 com- 
pleted in the 726 precincts. The polis 
will open at 6 a.m. and close at 6 p.m. 
More than 4500 election clerks, judges 
and inspectors will look after the 
needs of the voters and count the bal- 
lots. As the primary ballot is a com- 
paratively short one there should be 
little delay in tallying the results. 

There are 239,814 electors in the 
county qualified to vote today—135,817 
men and 103,997 women. There are 
147,000 Republicans or so registe 
33,800 Democrats; 20,770 Socia 
Prohibitionists, Socialist Labor; and 
no party stated, 38,244. Deputy Coun- 
ty Clerk McAleer, who has charge of 
the registration bureau, says the Pro- 
hibitionists number about 11,000. 

Practically the only contests in- 
volved in the election are those be- 
tween the Republican party and the 
*0-called Progressives. 

The voters will have an opportunity 
of expressing their preference for a 
candidate for Congress, five candidates 
for judge of the Superior Court and 
a candidate for the Assembly. In five 
Senatorial Districts nominations wil) 
be made, and in three of the five Su- 
pervisor Districts in the county nom- 
dnees are to be selected. 

There are in all twenty-seven can- 
didates for judge of the Superior 
Court, seventy-one for the State As- 
sembly, and twenty-nine for the State 
Senate. 

The Republicans, so-called Pro- 
gressives, Democrats and Socialists 
have complete tickets. The latter put 
up only one candidate for each place 
and therefore the Socialist end of the 
election will be tame and perfunctory. 
In about half a dozen districts there 
are two Democratic candidates con- 
testing the nomination, but in the oth- 
ers the Democrats have only one man 
seeking the nomination. 

MOST IMPORTANT. 

Probably the most important can- 
didates to be voted upon today are 
those seeking honors as State Sena- 
tors and Assemblymen. Upon the per- 
sonnel of these candidates depends the 
political complexion of the delegates 
to be selected by the Legislature to 
the Presidential Electoral College. 
The so-called Progressive candi- 
Legislature, although 
registered as Republicans, are pledged 
to vote for Roosevelt electors, and = 
is therefore incumbent upon eve 
loyal Republican to cast his ballot oe 
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candidates who will nominate Repub- 
lican electors who will vote for Taft 
and Sherman. 7 

THIRD-TERM MONEY. 

Political observers estimate that the 
Lissner-Stimson third-term clique in 
this county has expended over $50,000 
in the past eight weeks pérfecting its 
stolen organization for use at today’s 
election. The Progressives will have 
— paid workers in each precinct for 

the special purpose of buttonholing 
voters and passing out marked ballots 
and third-term literature. For eight 
weeks fifty clerks have been busily en- 
gaged at the er headquarters 
checking up voters and mailing tons 
of literature booming the Bull Moose 
candidates in this county. 

The Republicans have put up * 

splendid fight and are confident 
winning in at least half of the ons 
lative districts. The Republican or- 
ganization was greatly handicapped by 
lack of funds with which to carry on 
the campaign. 
Electors will ** have the privilege 
today of voting for delegates to the 
county convention of their party. This 
is provided for in the primary law, the 
convention being for the purpose of 
selecting a County Central Committee 
for the conduct of the campaign of 
the party, and also of drawing up a 
party platfo for the county. The 
law provides that either one party del- 
egate to the convention may be se- 
lected from each precinct, or one for 
each 100 votes cast at the last Presi- 
dential preference primary election. 
The Democrats have adopted the for- 
— iy and the Republicans tHe latter. 
plan. 

There are 726 precincts in the coun- 
ty. which means that 726 Democratic 
delegates are to be selected. In some 
precincts the Republicans will select 
three delegates to the convention, the 
total number aggregating 819. The 
Republican convention will be held in 
the Long Beach Auditorium the 14th 
inst., and the Democratic convention 
will take place at Blanchard Hall on 
the same date. The voter will be 
either required to write the name of 
the delegate from his precinct on the 
ballot or paste his name. , 

HOLABIRD STRONG. 

For Congress in the Tenth District, 
Col. W. H. Holabird should easily lead 
in the balloting. He is one of the 
best known men in Southern Califor- 
nia and is identified with many great 
enterprises. He has figured for over 
thirty years in the real progressive life 
of Los Angeles, and is conspicuously 
fitted for the office which he seeks. 
His opponent is W. D. Stephens, in- 
cumbent and the Lissner-Stimson can- 
didate.

When the city some time ago un- 
dertook to cut through the hill that 
stands between the business district 
and a fine residence and apartment- 
house section, it met with various 
obstacies, and finally made the cut 
only part of the full width of the 
street. Later a movement was started 
to improve the street to its full 
width, but Mrs. Shepperd, owner of 
the hill property on the north side 
of the street, took legal steps to pre- 
vent this, on account of what she 
feared would be damage to her prop- 
erty. 

After numerous conferences with 


terests, the City Engineer has evolved 
a tentative plan for the improvement 
of the street, and this will go before 
the City Council tomorrow, with the 
approval of the Board of Public 
Works. It is stated that Mrs. Shep- 
perd will withdraw her objections to 
the widening and srmprovement of 
the street if the city will excavate 
and terrace her lot. 

The tentative plan prepared by the 
City Engineer, and approved by the 
Public Works Board, is to make a 
ten-foot vertical cut at the north 
property line as proposed in the open- 
ing and widening proceedings for a 
sixty-eight-foot street, then make a 
five<foot offset or berm. Above that 
would be a ten-foot slope, followed 
by another five-foot berm, and above 
this slopes of twenty feet and five- 
foot berms until the upper surface 
of the hill is reached: The berms 
proposed would serve to break up 
any masses of earth that might fall 
from the top of the hill. 

The City Engineer estimates that 
the necessary excavation will amount 
to about 12,000 cubic yards, which, at 
50 cents per cubic yard, totals $6000. 
Of this amount of excavation, about 
5000 cubic yards lies within the sixty- 
eight-foot street limits and 7000 cubic 
yards would have to be excavated on 
the Shepperd property. 

The Board of Public Works recom- 
mends that the City Ceuncil negotiate 
with Mrs. Shepperd for the execu- 
tion of an agreement, by which she 
will formally withdraw her opposi- 
tion, and the city will proceed with 
the work according to this plan. The 
board also recommends that the cost 
of this work be assessed upon a dis- 
trict which the Council shall de- 
termine to be benefited by the work, 
so far as the city’s part of the prop- 
erty is concerned, while the work on 
the Shepperd property could be done 
by the city chain gang or otherwise.

EVIVAL OF SOUTHERN CITIES. 

The cities of Galveston, Mobile and 
New Orleans will receive a mighty impe 
tus in growth from the completion of the 
Panama Canal. All the products of the 
Mississippi Valley, as far as the Mississippi 
River and its tributaries are navigable, or 
where railroad Mnes extend, are at near 
the gulf cities as they are to New York or 
Boston, and can be reached as rapidly, and 
in the case of the Mississippi River cities 
at lower freight cost. The gulf ports are 
nearer Pacific Coast ports whether in North 
America, Mexico or South America by two 
days’ sail than are New York, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia or Baltimore. A vessel from Cal- 
lao or Valparaiso loaded with nitrates for 
Memphis or St. Louis, by unloading at New 
Orleans would save two days’ time and a 
considerable sum in marine insurance. A 
vessel from San Pedro loaded with fuel oil 
for any point in the South or West would 
make a similar saving by making Mobile 
or Pensacola or New Orleans her destina- 


tensively here, agricultural machinery 
made in Chicago, St. Louis beer, and artl- 
cles which now come by rail and which 
could be sent to advantage by steamer 
when the canal shall be completed, will find 
their natural shipping point at a gulf city. 
Galveston, Tex., stands now only second to 
New York in exports, and New Orleans 
comes next. In imports, however, the lat- 
ter city has only about one-eighth that of 
New York, and Galveston, with $218,000,000 
of exports, had an import trade of only 
$4,000,000. 

Mobile was practically destroyed com- 
mercially by the Civil War and did not 
begin to recover until 1892. Its process of 
recovery was slow until two or three years 
ago, when it began to go forward by leaps 
and bounds. A company at Alabama Port, 
which is virtually a part of Mobile, is com 
structing docks of a capacity to accommo 
date any traffic on the gulf and equipping 
them with railroads, warehouses, coal pock- 
ets and all kinds of modern machinery to 
handle business cheaply and expeditiously. 

In less than eighteen months from now 
The Times expects to announce that the 
12,000-ton freight and passenger boats of 
the Los Angeles and Mississippi Valley 
Steamship Company will sail weekly from 
San Pedro.
